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Postal Salaries 


The bill to raise the pay of postal clerks 
and carriers will be urged again at the pres­ 
ent session. It is sure to have strong sup­ 
port, in spite of its veto by the president in 
the last session. Congressmen who favored 
the measure before still favor it, for the most 
part. The public, directly interested through 
its contact with the mail carriers particu­ 
larly, is deeply sympathetic toward this dess 
of public servants. 
It is generally realized that the jwstal 
employes have had only one pay raise 
amounting to anything since before the war, 
that they have great difficulty in living on 
their present salaries of $1,400 to $1,800 a 
year, that the cost of living is rising again, 
that their pay is lower than the pay of men 
of similar intelligence and skill in private em­ 
ployment and that the pressure of inadequate 
pay is squeezing the best men out of the ser­ 
vice. 
It is believed that the president, with all 
his zeal for economy, will not seriously op­ 
pose a renewed effort for a moderate raise in 
postal salaries, when so many of his advisers 
believe that this is not a good place to econ­ 
omize. 


M uscle Shoals A gain 
Once more Muscle Shoals becomes a live 
subject. And once more Henry Ford is re­ 
garded as a possible ow nor or tenant of that 
great power project. 
The unfinished gov­ 
ernment work at the Shoals is now near com­ 
pletion. 
The electrical and nitrate plants, it is ex­ 
pected, will be ready for operation next sum­ 
mer. 
Everybody wants the plants utilized, 
whether by public or private capital, for the 
benefit of the country. It will be necessary 
soon to do something about the matter. So 
Mr. Ford is being urged to renew his offer. 
There is magic in the Ford name. There 
is also magic in Muscle Shoals. In the long 
run, the Shoals project will probably be far 
more important thaii any man connected with 
it, now or hereafter. Its power presumably 
will go on forever, and become of more and 
more use to the nation, as fuel resources de­ 
crease. 
It is important particularly at this stage 
of proceedings not to alienate the property 
permanently, or for any very long period, or 
make any unwise bargains. If Mr. Ford is 
really the best man to handle the huge Ala­ 
bama power plant, he can show it by making 
a more definite and satisfactory offer than 
he has yet made, showing explicitly what i e 
proposes to do with the nation’s property and 
giving proper guarantees of a suitable rental 
and the eventual return of the property to 
its owner. 
As matters stand, other offers are gener­ 
ally regarded as intrinsically better than Mr. 
Ford’s, his only advantage being the prestige 
of the Fold name.

Postal Salaries 


The bill to raise the pay of postal clerks 
and carriers will be urged again at the pres­ 
ent session. It is sure to have strong sup­ 
port, in spite of its veto by the president in 
the last session. Congressmen who favored 
the measure before still favor it, for the most 
part. The public, directly interested through 
its contact with the mail carriers particu­ 
larly, is deeply sympathetic toward this class 
of public servants. 
It is generally realized that the iiostal 
employes have had only one pay raise 
amounting to anything since before the war, 
that they have great difficulty in living on 
their present salaries of $1,400 to $1,800 a 
year, that the cost of living Is rising again, 
that their pay Is lower than the pay of men 
of similar intelligence and skill in private em­ 
ployment and that the pressure of inadequate 
pay is squeezing the best men out of the ser­ 
vice. 
It is believed that the president, with all 
his zeal for economy, will not seriously op­ 
pose a renewed effort for a moderate raise iii 
postal salaries, when so many of his advisers 
believe that this is not a good place to econ­ 
omize. 


Muscle Shoals A gain 
Once more Muscle Shoals becomes a live 
subject. And once more Henry Ford is re­ 
garded as a possible owner or tenant of that 
great power project. 
The unfinished gov- 
emment work at the Shoals is now near com­ 
pletion. 
The electrical and nitrate plants, it is ex­ 
pected, will be ready for operation next sum­ 
mer. 
Everybody wants the plants utilized, 
whether by public or private capital, for the 
benefit of the country. It will be necessary 
soon to do something about the matter. So 
Mr. Ford is being urged to renew his offer. 
There is magic in the Ford name. There 
is also magic in Muscle Shoals. In the long 
run, the Shoals project will probably be far 
more important than any man connected with 
it, now or hereafter. Its power presumably 
will go on forever, and become of more and 
more use to the nation, as fuel resources de­ 
crease. 
It is important particularly at this stage 
of proceedings not to alienate the property 
permanently, or for any very long period, or 
make any unwise bargains. If Mr. Ford is 
really the best man to handle the huge Ala­ 
bama power plant, he can show it by making 
a more definite and satisfactory offer than 
he has yet made, showing explicitly what * e 
proposes to do with the nation’s property and 
giving proper guarantees of a suitable rental 
and the eventual return of the property to 
its owner. 
As matters stand, other offers are gener­ 
ally regarded as intrinsically better than Mr. 
Ford’s, his only advantage being the prestige 
of the Fold name*.
